The trial of Mrs. Hazel McNally for 
the murder of her twin babies came to 
an abrupt and dramatic end late yes- 
terday when Judge Henry C. Cleveland 
threw the paradoxical dase out of the 
Hammond City court. 

The defendant was discharged after 
the state had rested its case and before 


a single witness had been called by the 
defense. The court held that while the 
state may have raised some doubt as 
to whether the babies ever were born, 
not one scintilla of evidence had been 
produced to prove they ever had died or 
that the 26 year old wife had had any- 
thing to do with their death. 
Twins to Remain Dummies. 

So, as far as the law is concerned 
the twins were and probably will re- 
main forever just what Mrs. McNally. 
contended ~ they were—a couple of 
straw. stuffed dummies. 

Mrs. McNally, who had spent three

Where are the dolls!“ 

“The idea of trying her for the mur- 
der of a couple of dummids!” 

“Where is McNally? He ought to 
be run out of town! He ought to be 
lynched! Where is the old man!” 

McNally Makes Getaway. 

But Frank McNally, the middle aged 
husband who brought the charges, had 
slipped swiftly from the room with the 
first hysterical cry from Mrs. Hills. 
All morning he had fidgeted under the 
cross-examination by Attorney Samuel 
Schwartz, counsel for the defense. He 
nad shifted uneasily every time the 
crowd roared with laughter as he re- 
counted how he had carried the 
“twins knowing they were dolls, how 
his young wife had chased him with 
brushes, shoes, dishes, mirrors, and 
even an alarm clock. 

So far as the state is concerned that 
was the end of the doll case. Prosecu- 
tor Joseph Todd said no further action 
would be taken unless on the initiative 
of the grand jury and he doubted if 
this would follow. Not even the as- 
sault and battery case which McNally 
lig pressing against his wife ir. South 
Bend will be prosecuted, he predicted. 

Defense Attitude Uncertain.

DUBLIN, Oct. 20.—Assurances from 
Mr. Lioyd George that the change in 
the British cabinet will have no in- | 
fluence on the treaty with Ireland 
were received today by the provisional 
government. It was a welcome mes- 
sage, although there is no official con- 
cern here over the apparent ascend- 
ancy of the English conservatives. The 
sentiment of the Irish is frankly ex- 
pressed in the reply sent to Mr. Lloyd 
George by President Cosgrave. 

“My colleagues and I much appre- 
ciate the kindness and promptitude of 
your message. We needed no telegram 
to assure us that no action of yours 
would compromise the treaty to which 
you and your government have 
pledged your country. We share with 
you the confident hope that the treaty 
will bear in fullness the fruits which 
its signatories on both sides have an- 
ticipated.” | 

It is acknowledged here that a con- 
servative cabinet probably will inspire 
the Irish irregulars to attack the Brit- 
ish forces still in Ireland in the hope 
of breaking the treaty. Additional pre- 
cautions are to be taken against such 
moves. The only British forces re- 
maining in Ireland are destroyers in a 
few harbors and about 6,000 troops in 
Dublin, who, according to present 
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plans. will leave in January.

SALONIKI, Oct. 20.— Ships bearing 
thousands of refugees and also the 
vanguard of the army leaving eastern 
Thrace are arriving here daily from 
Dedeagatch and Rodosto, and the hope- 
less, tangled confusion of 70,000 refu- 
gees already has packed the water- 
front and beaches and jammed the 
mosques, churehes and schools of this 
city. 

The refugees are arriving almost 
maddened by their three days of sea 
voyage without eufficient water and 
with little food, and they jump pell- 
mell onto the quays, where the already 
overburdened government officials can- 
not provide them with shelter. 


Epidemic of Disease. 

Mild epidemics of scarlet fever, ma- 
laria and pneumonia are reported, and 
it is estimated that 90 per cent of the 
children between the ages of two and 
five years are already too far gone 
from sickness and underrourishment 
to survive.

IN DEFENSE OF THE 
AMERICAN HERITAGE. 


The address of former Renator Beveridge at the 
Union League club should remind us, and we 
trust will especially remind the voters of Indiana, 
that such expositions and defense of our consti- 
tutional system as Mr. Beveridge is exceptionally 
fitted to give is going to be needed during the 
next few years. There is a determined effort to 
break down or break into our system and, so far 
as our conditions may be depressed through the 
effects imposed upon us by war and so far as 
discontent may be of a considerable spread, this 
effort or efforts may be serious. We do not ex- 
aggerate the possibilities of the attacks of Senator 
La Follette, of organized labor leaders against con- 
stitutional principles, but it is certain that if criti- 
cism is prevalent and negligently answered, if not 
ignored, the time will come when a fatal blow 
can be delivered. Even more probable—in fact, we 
have it—is the process of gradual encroachment 
which goes on under pressure of special causes or 
special interests under one plausible guise or an- 
other. This is more difficult to arrest than are 
open and confessed attacks. 


We cannot afford to let defense of the constitu- | 


tion rest upon its results, benignant as they have 
been. We see today tat our people consists 
largely of two classes—-the Americans who take 
their legacy of ordered liberty for granted, who 
have paid nothing for its gifts and are only dimly 
conscious of what it means to American wellbeing, 
and @ numerous class of newcomers who know 
nothing of American experience and its fruitage of 
political institutions and bring with them many 
theories and prejudgments which are inconsistent 
with our principles of progress. 
“fo awaken the former and instruct the latter is 
one of the chief duties of American statesmanship 
at this moment, and we must note that there are 
very few of our leaders who are showing any per- 
ception of this public need. On the contrary, for 
tnore than balf a century American thought has 
been infiltrated with economic, social, and political 
ideas imported from Europe. About the only polem- 
ics we have is that of radic@lism, and we find our 
intellectual classes widely if not deeply infected 
with all shades of protest. 
Against this tendency we think it is high time 
there should de clear and vigorous resistance. Con- 


firmed as we may be in allegiance to our Ameri- 


can principles of ordered liberty and to the insti- 
tutions which have given them such wonderful ex- 
pression throughout our national history, we can- 
not afford to allow subversion to go unchallenged 
on the theory that they will defend themselves. 
Sophistry and plausible argument allying them- 
selves with inevitable discontents can accomplish 
injuries which we were foolish not to avoid if we’ 
can. 


We think, therefore, that the resntry into public 
ute ot so well grounded and effective an exponent 
of American principles, especially constitutional 
principle, as Mr. Beveridge is to be especially wel- 
comed, and we hope the people of Indiana will not 
fall to send him into the forum where his services 
are more than ever needed. The truth is that the 
senate, which in the t has been the arena of 
all the great battl f oyr political history, is 
lacking in forensic ability. There is more of other 
forms of ability than critics admit, but the senate 
and the nation need the unquestioned gifts of Mr.

For if these 
attacks are challenged the result will be such an 
ilumination of American principles as will revive 
faith which has gone to sleep and wake in the 
rising generation a devotion founded on knowledge 
and reasoned judgment. 

This work lies to our hand, for leaders in public 
life, for the press, for the schools. The nation 
needs a rededication to the doctrines and the insti- 
tutions which have ed over its unprecedented 
progress and wellbeing.

AUSTRIA BALKS 
ATBIG LOAN BAIT 
ON POWERS’ HOOK 


Left Wing Parties Oppose: 


Chancellor’s Plan.

VIENNA, Oct. 21.—The four power 
group calling itself the “ league of na- 
tions commission "—although the Ge- 
neva organization does not possess the 
slightest jurisdiction over it—-has met 
the Austrian officials in an initial con- 
ference to fasten financial shackles 
around this stricken nation. 

In return for monopolies of tobacco 


and salt, the collection of customs, a 


percentage of railway freight rates, 
and revenue from the state forests, 
Great Britain, France, Italy, and 
Czécho-Slovakia promise to loan Aus- 
tria 600,000,000 gold crowns ($100,000.,- 
000), in driblets over a period of two 


years, according to protocols signed 27 


Geneva in September. 

The Austrian government, in turn, 
must add new taxation of nearly four 
trillion crowns. 


Must Yield Control. 


Austria must also submit to complete 
finafcial control by the four powers 
binding it just as tightly as China and 
Turkey have been fettered by foreign 
caiptalists, which the Washington con- 
ference sought to sever in the case of 
the former and which Mustapha Ke- 
mal Pasha demands be abrogated in 
the case of the latter. 

Although Chancellor Seipel’s govern- 
ment heartily favors the scheme, the 
Socialists and all the leading left wing, 
parties oppose it. 

The Socialists insist that Austria can 
raise sums by internal loans and new 
taxation, pointing out the colossal 
wealth of the banks which are gam- 
bling on exchange, but Chancellor Sei- 
pel, who is a pronounced Hapsburg 
supporter, seeks freedom from par- 
liament. He has won the support of 
the Germanic party favoring a merger 
with Germany. 

Foreign Minister Alfred Grunberger 
has assured me that the loan is certain,

After the whey has been drained off, 
put the cheese in a mold, which first 
should be lined with butter muslin or 
thin calico. Pack the curd in lightly. 
If not more than two and a half gal- 
lohs has been used, put the cheése 
under a pressure of about ten e 
tor ten minutes. 


Invert the mold and turn the cheese 
over. Put the cake under about four -

If the weather is warm, expose to:the 
air all night; in cold weather, return

ing, turn, and repeat rubbing with salt | 


in the evening. On the second day 
dip in brine made by dissolving one 
pound of salt in a gallon of water and 
lay the cake on a clean shelf to ripen. 
Every day the cake should be turned, 
and in about three weeks the .

In the 
island of Mitylene another hundred thousand penniless 
fugitives have sought refuge only to find there a new 
danger of pestilence and a more convenient harbor of 
starvation. 


Panic has seized upon the frightened wanderers. 
Many have even cast themselves into the flames of 
their own homes. Food is gone, even water to drink is 
at a premium.
